Travelers from the Yugoslav 
island of Vis (Lissa), 50 miles south 
of here, reported that a submarine 
today sank the Italian freighter 
Vittorio Benito, of about 5000 tons, 
and another unidentified 6000-ton 
Italian vessel. (Lioyd’s Registry 
of Shipping lists the 4595-ton Ital- 
ian merchant ship Vittorio Veneto.) 
A heavy loss of life in the recent 
sinkings is indicated. A small Ital- 
ian rescue vessel, riddled with ma- 
chine-gun bullets, reached the island 
of Solta last night with two dead 
Italian.gailors. In Milna Bay, on 
the.island of Hvar, six Italian 
bodies Were reported washed ashore 
from the auxiliary warship Armago. 
Ten other bodies were said to have 
been buried on Hvar and there 
were reports of many bodies seen 
floating at sea. 5 

With submarines reported oper- 
ating as far as 230 miles north of 
Otranto and off Yugoslav islands 
half way up the sea, many Italian 
freighters are said to have taken 
refuge in Yugoslav ports. 

Two are reported at Hvar and 
three at the island of Brao, south 
of here and just off the Yugoslav 
mainland, and their masters are 
said to have refused to leave with- 
out a warship escort. 


Further details on the reported 
sinking by a British submarine 
Friday of the armed Italian tug 
Ursa and a barge it was towing 
have been received. 

The submarine is said first to 
have torpedoed the Ursa, and the 
armed, concrete barge GM-329 and 
then a 6000-ton freighter which was 
described as having vanished in 
flames. 

It also tried to attack the Italian 
destroyer No. 174, according to this 
report, but the destroyer escaped 
under a smoke screen. 

Four seamen from the Ursa, 
brought here today aboard the 
Yugoslav steamer Bacar, which 
picked them up after they had been 
two days in an open boat, gave the 
same account. The Bacar also 
brought the body of an Italian of- 
ficer,

Might Be Helpful in 
Fighting Hazard. 


The February term: grand jury, 
impaneled today by Circuit Judge 
Joseph J. Ward, was instructed to 
investigate traffic accidents and 
“to try to devise ways and means 
through which this frightful hazard 
may be eliminated.” 

“You've all heard and read of 
efforts of the police, enforcement 
officers and city officials to elim- 
inate injuries and deaths arising 
from. traffic accidents,” Judge 
Ward said, . 

“The .Court instructs you to in- 
vestigate this matter as thorough- 
ly as possible to try to devise ways 
and means through which this 
frightful hazard may be eliminated. 
As a suggestion from the court, an 
educational campaign for. drivers 
and pedestrians alike might be 
helpful.” ae 

A “safety program with teeth in 
it” was recommended by the De- 
cember term grand jury in its final 
report to Circuit Judge Eugene J. 
Sartorius Friday. The jury urged 
the addition of 100 men to the Po- 
lice Department solely for traffic 
work and the adoption of more 
drastic ordinances dealing with 
traffic law violators. 

The only other problem men- 
tioned specifically by Judge Ward 
today was the sale of obscene lit- 
erature to children. Describing the 
sale of indecent literature as “a 
scourge that is blacker and more 
insidious than any smoke-that ever 
covered our city,” Judge Ward in- 
structed the jurors “to take defi- 
nite steps to eliminate this menace 
immediately.” 

Several religious groups already 
are working on the problem, the 
Judge said.

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SENATE APPROVES 
CONSTRUCTION OF 


20 CARGO SHIPS 


$350 ,000,000 Measure 
Goes Back to House for 
Concurrence — Vessels 
for American Use. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 83 (AP). — 
The Senate passed today legisla- 
tion providing for a $350,000,000 
emergency cargo ship construction 
program. 

The House had approved the 
“Measure previously, but at the re- 
quest of the Maritime Commission, 
the Senate wrote in $65,000,000 of 
contract authorizations for the 
commission’s regular construction 
program. The House must now 
agree to this. 

The bill appropriates for the 
emergency program $313,500,000 to 
be used with $36,500,000 available 
from other sources to build 200 steel 
merchant ships and new shipyard 
facilities. 

The new facilities are to be in- 
stalled at Portland, Ore.; Los An- 
geles, New Orleans, Houston, Tex.; 
Mobile, Ala.; Wilmington, N. C., 
and Baltimore. First of the ships 
is scheduled for delivery 11 months 
after contracts are let and the en- 
tire number within 24 months. 

In reply to questions by Senator 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, Sen- 
ator Adams (Dem.), Colorado, said 
the ships would be built for Amer- 
ican use and were not intended to 
replace vessels of other nations in 
trade routes out of the war zone. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 3 (AP).—The 
New York World-Telegram said to- 
day that 38 Danish ships—totaling 
250,000 tons—now lying idle in 
American ports soon would be re- 
leased to carry cargoes for Great 
Britain, subject to approval by the 
United States Government. 

In addition, the paper continued, 
it was thought 20 other vessels, to- 
taling 200,000 tons, in South Amer- 
ican ports would be similarly re- 
leased. 

The paper went on to say that it 
had learned through a reliable Nor- 
Wwegian source that a group of 
Danes in England had been work- 
ing with Prime Minister Churchill 
to set up a temporary Danish Gov- 
ernment to be known as the Na- 
tional Danish Council, 

It would be this body, the paper 
related, which would assume re- 
sponsibility for the release of the 
vessels. 
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involved. I venture to say that no 
court has ever undertaken so rad- 
ically to legislate where Congress 
has refused so to do. 

“The construction of the act now 
adopted ig the more clearly in- 
admissible when we remember that 
the scope of proposed amendments 
and repeals of the anti-trust laws 
in respect of labor organizations 
has been the subject of constant 
controversy and consideration in 
Congress. In the light of this hia- 
tory, to attribute to Co an 
intent to repeal legislation which 
has had a definite and well-under- 
stood scope and effect for decades 
past, by resurrecting a rejected 
construction of the Clayton Act 
and extending a policy strictly lim- 
ited by the Congress itself in the 
Norris-LaGuardia Act, seems to me 
a usurpation by the courts of the 
function of the Congress not only 
novel but fraught, as well, with 
the most serious dangers to our 
constitutional system of division 
of powers.” 

Majority ‘Opinion. 

In his written opinion, Justice 
Frankfurter related in detail] the 
jurisdictional troubles at the An- 
heuser-Busch plant between the 
carpenters and the International 
Association of Machinists, also an 
AFL union. The brewing company 
had contracts with both. 

After reviewing the pertinent 
sections of the anti-trust laws and 
the court’s older constructions, 
which held that labor unions were 
covered by the criminal sections, he 
declared that since the Norris-La- 
Guardia Act, “removed the fetters 
on trade-union activities,” the anti- 
trust laws should be read in the 
light of the later enactment. 

The majority specifically criti- 
cised the court’s former construc- 
tion of Section 20 of the Sherman 
Act and subsequent interpretations 
of the Clayton Act. 

“By the generality of its terms,” 
the opinion said, “the Sherman law 
had necessarily compelled the 
courts to work out its meaning 
from case to case. It was widely 
believed that into the Clayton Act 
the courts read the very beliefs 
which that act was designed to re- 
move.” 

Comment on Strike. 


Coming to the case immediately 
at issue, the majority held there 
was no legal difference between a 
strike against an employer for bet- 
ter working conditions and “the 
internecine struggle” between two 
unions seeking the favor of the 
same employer. 

“Such strife between competing 
unions,” it is declared, “has been 
an obdurate conflict in the evolu- 
tion of so-called craft unionism and 
has undoubtedly been one of the 
potent forces in the modern devel- 
opment of industrial unions. 

“These conflicts have intensified

Textile Case Decision. | 
The court’s decision in the Darby 
icase. upheld the constitutionality of 
ithe Wage-Hour Law of 1938 and

hour administrator to prescribe 
rules and regulations. 

In the textile wage case the court 

said that the delegation of power 
to the wage-hour division was valid

“But it has long been settled,” 
the opinion said on this point, “that 
the technical rules for the exclu- 
sion of evidence applicable in jury 
trials do not apply to proceedings 
before Federal administrative agen- 
cies in the absence of a statutory 
requirement that such rules are to 
be observed.”

There are many classifications of 
marks, and a difficulty with most 
of them is that they can be taken 
across international borders only 
under the most exacting conditions.

When the Reich bought more 
than it exported in barter deals 
with any particular country, the 
result was that so-called frozen 
marks were piled up in Germany 
to the credit of some other country. 
The marks couldn’t be sent abroad, 
but the country concerned could 
use them to buy from Germany. 
Nazi Clearing System. 

For years frozen marks were an 
irritation to many of the smaller 
countries, In effect, they had 
money in the bank which: they 
couldn’t withdraw. Vast frozen ac- 
counts were of little use to some of 
the nations because they did not 
need any more of the products Ger- 
many exported. 

Moreover, there was a general 
suspicion of a currency based on 
“ability to work,” rather than on 
gold which can be put in a box and 
sent across borders. The problem 
was how to send “ability to work” 
from one country to another. 

And that, according to German 
bankers, is where the “multiple 
clearing system” comes into play. 
- In its simplest terms, the plan 
presupposes that many countries 
have mark accounts in Berlin. In 
fact, they have. When Sweden buys 
from Finland, it does not send 
Swedish crowns to pay the bill, nor 
does it order New York or London 
to give gold credits to Finland. It 
communicates with Berlin, direct- 
ing Berlin bankers to transfer a 
certain number of marks from the

“On the country highways, 
trucks and private autos are ex- 
amined by officials,” the account 
continues, “although persons load- 
ed with butters, eggs, flour and po- 
tatoes enter the city on street cars 
or trains and replenish the stores 
of illicit dealers. 

“Burgomasters are unmasked as 
flour profiteers, police officers ar- 
range for truckloads of potatoes to 
reach the city. Officials of the 
food card distribution depots em- 
bezzle tens of thousands of cards 
and organize a profitable trade. 

“And Germany is being asked to 
supply food under conditions of 
this kind! It almost sounds like 
cynicism but there is method in it. 
They want the Reich to be re- 
sponsible if the people should 
starve. The Germans have prom- 
ised help but only on the condition 
that illicit trading is eliminated. 
The Reich must have assurance 
that its deliveries do not disappear 
in these channels.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
METIMES I feel I am living in 1917 
mce more. The chief difference con- 

sists in the fact that, at that time, I had 
an unmentionable German name; I was 
about to be graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin; I had just been award- 
ed the graduate scholarship in Romance 
languages at my alma mater. 

“It would be wise,” the department 
head had kindly warned, “to say as little 
as possible about your father and mater- 
nal grandfather having been German 
immigrants. Germans are not very pop- 
ular just now.” 

“But I’m not a citizen of Germany, 
Prof. Brown. I’m as proud of my Amer- 
icanism as were my father and grand- 
father before me. I glory in the fact 
that my great-uncle, the son of German 
immigrants, fought in the Civil War. And 
—as I’ve told you—my paternal grand- 
mother, whom I resemble, was descend- 
ed from the French Huguenots.” 

“True, and no one in this department 
holds your Germanism against you, but 
might I suggest that you hide your Ger- 
man translation of Ibsen’s plays and the 
little red volumes of Goethe, which you 
geem to love so much?” 

“But Goethe was a citizen of the 
WORE 2 cose’ 

“Of course, but people don’t stop to 
consider that just now. After all, he did 
have a German name.” 

- * * 

In 1917, President Wilson, inspired by 
a lofty ideal of service to mankind, rec- 
ommended that war be declared on Ger- 
many. We had no quarrel with the Ger- 
man people, he said, but it was our duty 
to make the world safe for democracy. 

In. 1917, our great Robert Marion La 
Follette inveighed against the criminal 
folly of our participation in the World 
War. His fellow Senators subjected him“ 
to a singularly cruel martyrdom, similar 
to that which Lindbergh is enduring. 

In 1917, I sat on the hot plush seat of a 
day coach and watched a sweet-faced old 
lady placidly reading a German paper. I 
saw a woman in the uniform of a British 
war nurse snatch the paper from her 
hands and tear it into bits. I can still 
hear the old lady’s agonized, “For vy? 
For vy?” and the nurse’s reply, “No lady 
would read a Hun paper!” 

In 1917, my scientist brothers had just 
been issued United States army uniforms, 
and my fiance, animated by fine idealism, 
had gone to Paris Island to receive the 
training of a marime. Later, in France, 
he was destined to become acquainted 
with hell on earth, to be sickened by the 
idea of participating in the murder of his 
fellows and, still later, to return home, 
weary and disillusioned. 

In 1917, I was compelled to listen to 
atrocity stories of wholesale murders, 
crucifixions and mutilated babies. 

Today, in 1941, I have sons in whom 
I have endeavored to instill the highest 
conception of Americanism. In two years’ 
time, the older will be subject to the 
draft. He will not evade it, 

. a * 

Meanwhile, I look pensively at my long 
shelves of books, many of which are in 
German. Must Goethe, Brentano and 
Hiofmannsthal go into hiding again? 
Must I stop singing Lieder? Shall I be 
compelled to forget my pride in my Ger- 
man forbears? 

Yes, I can pretend, in case we drift into 
this war for which we are not prepared, 
to do all this. But some things I can- 
not do. No matter how hard I may try, I 
cannot learn to hate. 

I cannot forget that France, which I 
love, was betrayed by her own leaders. 
I cannot forget that the Austrian sadist 
geized the reins of government in Ger- 
many partly because my own country 
failed to help the defeated enemy after 
the iniquitous Treaty of Versailles. I 
cannot forget that all Germans are not 
mecessarily Nazis. . 

I cannot disabuse myself of the belief 
that the present European holocaust is 
primarily an economic war. 

And, after the disillusionment and 
heartbreak of 1917 and the years immedi- 
ately following, I cannot, in 1941, condone 
the idea of our participation in the mass 
murder which is making a shambles of 
Europe.

THE BRITISH LOOK FOR ASPIRIN, 


* In the face of the hurly-burly of defense, the cries 
for speed and more speed, a few of us have been ask- 
ing that a little thought be given to.the inevitable 
consequences of an arms boom. Men like President | 
Compton of the Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy and William L. Batt of S-K-F Industries and a 
deputy commissioner of the National Advisory De- 
fense Council have had.the foresight to call attention 
to the long-range problems that we shall have to 
solve when all this building and buying stops dead. 
The worst headache in our history Hes ahead, 
but that headache need not catch us utterly unpre- 
pared. We can lay in some aspirin by giving thought 
now to the peacetime uses to which our expanding 
war plant may be put on some happier tomorrow. 
In England, where the wartime demand on indus- 
try is far greater than it is so far here in the United 
States, men are seriously tackling this job—perhaps 
the toughest one yet created by the machine. 
Winston Churchill has created a special executive 
committee on reconstruction policy, under the chair- 
manship of Arthur Greenwood, Laborite Minister 
without portfolio. Greenwood is studying all the 
problems of transition from war to peace, and, as 
practical policies become discernible, a ministry is 
to be formed for carrying them into execution. 

It should not be necessary to stress the tromen- 
dous and pressing nature of the political, social and 
economic problems that will come with peace. The 
possibility of a world depression so severe as to 
threaten the foundations of our present business 
methods is obvious. Widespread suffering and po- 
litical disturbances may be feared, too. 

We say again: it may be impossible to avoid this 
headache, but it should be possible to control it, to 
keep it down to a degree that we can bear. That will 
take a lot of aspirin, and we should see to it now that 
we will have it when we need it. 

President Compton has suggested that every in- 
dustry spend 2 per cent of its gross business for 
research purposes—for finding ways and means of 
cushioning the blow when it comes. However, since 
we have—by means of the OPM setup—virtually 
pooled the industrial resources of the nation for de- 
fense, we might well seek a formula for co-ordinating 
the national search for aspirin. : 

We learned during the depression that the in- 
dividual industrialist and business man was just about 
helpless in his attempts to apply a brake to the down- 
ward spiral. It took a co-ordinated, 100 percent effort 
to do so. Will it be different next time? 

The British do not believe so. In spite of the 
urgency of falling bombs, they are taking time to 
plan recovery on a national basis. We may well 
follow their example. 3 
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STILL TIME TO CALL OFF THE STEAL.

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: IS FINLAND FORGOTTEN? ! 
Just a year ago, Congress was debating a variety 
of plans for aiding Finland, then engaged in a valiant 


fight against Russian invasion that made the world 


marvel. One Senate bill provided for a $100,000,000 
loan. In the House, a bill called for a loan of $60,000,- 
000, and remission of Finland’s war debt payments. 
The measure that was passed, by big majorities in 
both houses, provided for an Pxport-Import Bank 
loan of $20,000,000 for non-military supplies, in ad- 
dition to the credit of $10,000,000 previously granted. 

The war ended within two weeks after the bill was 
signed, but Finland’s need for these supplies became 
even more acute. It might be assumed that the 
money was advanced automatically as a means of 
relieving distress. However, this is not the case. 
Frank C. Waldrop, writing in the Washington Times- 
Herald, says that only about $2,000,000 has been lent 
by the Export-Import Bank, and the State Depart- 
ment has virtually abandoned its interest in Finland. 

In fact, it appears that the whole country has 
abandoned interest. It was bitter cold in Finland 
a year ago, as the war dispatches told, and it is bitter 
cold now. However, as Hjalmar Procope, the Finnish 
Minister, remarked sadly in Washington the other 
day, “My country isn’t interesting now; we are just 
fighting cold and hunger.” | 

Women and children face starvation in Finland to- 
day. There is constant fear of aggression from Rus- 
sia on one side or Germany on the other. The Brit- 
ish blockade allows only a trickle of supplies to 
reach the unhappy country. Where are America’s 
aid-Finland activities, which abounded on every hand 
last year? 


It is shameful that memories should be so short, 


that those who enthusiastically hailed “brave Fin- 
land” a year ago should now seemingly be oblivious 
to that nation’s sacrifice and sufferings. In the in- 
numerable campaigns now going on for relief of 
civilians in the war-torn countries, can’t a place be 
found for the Finns? 
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IT WOULDN'T WORK IN MISSOURL. 

That was an ingenious scheme the Arkansas Legis- 
lature adopted to turn the spotlight on lobbyists, by 
means of rigging up three chairs on stilts, for ex- 
clusive use and ready identification of the button- 
holing brethren. It would never work. in Missouri, 
however.

COACH MUSSOLINI SHAKES UP HIS TEAM. 

Mussolini at the present moment resembles nothing 
so much as a football coach watching his team being 
massacred on the gridiron by a greatly underrated 
opponent, At least he is going through all the mo- 
tions: delivering emotional appeals to his men to 
get in there and fight, jerking out lagging players 
and rushing in substitutes from the bench. And each 


time a wiry little Greek plunges through that beefy | 


line for another touchdown, Coach Mussolini must 
be cursing his luck in matching his Blackshirt eleven 
against this tough team from little Parthenon U. 
Just now the substitutes are coming thick and fast. 
Most of the first-string Generals have been benched, 
and now the frenzied coach is sending in his board of 
strategy, his Cabinet pals, in an effort to turn the 
tide. Minister of Public Works Gorla and Minister 
of Education Bottai have left their Government jobs 
to get into the fight. So have Minister of Guilds 
Ricci and Minister of Popular Culture Pavolini. Even 
Foreign Minister Ciano, the coach’s son-in-law, has

Return of Civil War film reminds editor of unwarranted South- 
ern confidence before hostilities; wonders if Americans are being 
as blind about long continental campaign that faces Britain; asks 
us to weigh probable results of participation before it begins.

é6 ONE With the Wind” has just gone 

G on exhibition around the country at 

popular »rices, after a long career 

at high prices. In view of the large audi- 

ence that saw it at the initial rates, its pop- 
ular-price audience is surprisingly big. 

We doubt that we'll be giving away any 
secrets if we tell here what the picture is 
about. It is about the Civil War, before, 
during and after, 

Before the war, the spectators are treat- 
ed to a view of the Old South at its peak 
of plenty, luxury and chivalry. The young 
bloods are anxious to fight the Damyan- 
kees, and confident that they can lick ‘em, 
by gad sah, in 10 days or less. The girls 
see the young men as future Gen: rals lead- 
ing parades of triumph through the streets 
of Washington and New York. 

There is only one hard-boiled voice—that 
of Rhett Butler (Clark Gable)—to tell these 
Southerners that the Union has overpow- 
ering superiority to the South in manpower, 
powder plants and factories, and that the 
South will most likely lose if it fights. 
Butler is almost lynched, as a dirty ap- 
peaser, a foul fifth columnist. 

The highlight of the picture’s Civil War 
sequence is the burning of Atlanta. Its 
most ghastly scene is a picture of acres of 
Confederate wounded agonizing in a rail- 
road yard because of shortage of hospital 
space, 

Much of the rest of the picture is taken 
up with the miseries most Southerners went 
through after the war in their efforts to 
take to living in regular houses again and 
eating three meals a day. 


Prime Minister Winston Churchill, in his 
recent speech to the House of Commons on 
manpower and the present war, came closer 
to stating his war aims than he had ever 
come before. Of Britain’s armed force, Mr. 
Churchill said: 

“I am not going to say how many divisions 
it amounts to, but ft.is a very large and 
formidable force, both for fighting overseas 
and for defense. Counting the Home Guard, 
we have about 4,000,000 armed men.” 

Whether that figure 4,000,000 means in 
the United Kingdom or in the entire Brit- 
ish Empire is not clear, A good guess on 


the basis of Churchill’s statement would 
seem to be that Britain or the Empire now 
has 2,000,000 soldiers and 2,000,000 home 
guards. 


Mr. Churchill’s phrase “for fighting over- 


seas” seems to us to furnish the basis for 
@ good guess as to his war aims. — 

Ranging that phrase alongside other 
hints and hopes that have leaked out of 
England, we surmise that the British plan 
is (1) to stand off Hitler through 1941, 
meanwhile building up big material and 
human reserves and pecking at the Axis 
in such places as North Africa;*then (2) 
to attempt a big offensive in 1942 on the 
continent of Europe. 

It seems inescapable, for all the wishful 
thinking about bombing the Germans into 
surrender, that only a big and bloody show- 
down of land-going infantry fighters can 
give a complete victory to either side. Ger- 
man airpower, far superior to British air- 
power up to now, has not been able to 
knock out England. 

* * * 

Well, where are the big British manpower 
reinforcements to come from, considering 
that Hitler now has an estimated 6,000,000 
topnotch soldiers under arms? 

Good little armies have seldom beaten 
good big armies. Britain, it seems to us on 
the facts of the present situation, will have 
to have four or five million more first-class 
fighting men if Britain is to invade Europe 
and beat Hitler. Especially when you con- 
sider that Hitler has large conquered terri- 
tories from which to conscript labor bat- 
talions and second-string fighters. 

It looks to us as if the United States is 
going to be called on, sooner or later, to 
furnish those additional four or five million 
fighters. Where else could they come from? 

Americans ought to ponder this possibil- 
ity, as our country keeps going with the 
wind that blows toward Europe and the 
latest of Europe’s wars. It is a grim pos- 
sibility—because, judging from the present 
shape of things over there, there is more 
than a possibility that if the Yanks go over 
there this time, they won’t come back when 
it’s over, over there. 

It would be wise to consider these facts 
before Fort Sumter, as it were, than after 
the Fall of Atlanta,

WORLD THREATENED BY EVIL, 
SAYS DR. DAVID S. MUZZEY 


Ethical Society Speaker Asserts 
Forces of Civilization Are 
in Danger. 
The “problem of evil” was dis- 
cussed by Dr. David 8S. Muzzey, 
emeritus professor of American 
History at Columbia University 
and leader of the New York Ethic- 
al Society, in his *talk as guest 
speaker at the St. Louis Ethical

“This problem confronts us with 
emphasis today,” he said, “when 
the forces of evil are threatening 
the foundations of a civilization 
built up through centuries of hu- 
man toil.

Birth of an Idea. 

URING recent months, several 
Departments and agencies have 

interested themselves in the 
economic defense problem. Six 
weeks or sO ago, &2 memorandum 
proposing action, said to have orig- 
inated with Leon Henderson, was 
sent to the President from the 
Defense Commission. Even before 
that, a special projects division was 
set up in the office of the Admin- 
istrator of Export Control, to study 
the problem under the guidance of 
former Assistant Secretary of the 
Teeasury Thomas Hewes. At the 
Commerce Departnient, ever since 
his appointment as undersecre- 
tary, Wayne Chatfield Taylor has 
been considering a scheme to com- 
bine economic defense and prep- 
arations for post-war economic re- 
construction. 


Finally, at the Treasury, where 
interest in economic defense first 
awakened in Washington, a com- 
plete plan and executive order to 
implement it ~-ere drawn up to- 
wards the end of December. 


As it happens, most of the pow- 
ers needed for economic défense 
are already lodged in the Treasury. 
Through the stabilization fund, it 
controls world money markets. Its 
freezing and balance-blocking pow- 
er permit it to control foreign as- 
sets in this country. The germ of 
shipping control exists in the Coast 
Guard’s power to grant or with- 
hold port clearances. And its 
banking connections make it easy 
for the Treasury to mobilize the 
influence of American firms 
abroad. Only export control, ex- 
ercised by the office of the ad- 
ministrator under the White House, 
and the important control arising 
from purchases of strategic ma- 
terials, now in the RFC, are not 
under the Treasury roof. 


The Treasury plan called for 
addition of export control to the 
other Treasury powers, formation 
of a general staff within the 
Treasury to apply the several con- 
trols, and appointment of an in- 
ter-departmental committee to di- 
rect this general staff. It con- 
templated several bold changes in 
government policy, such as gen- 
eral freezing of the American as- 
sets of all foreign nations, and 
extensions of export controls to 
make them more damaging to the 
Axis. The plan, presented to the 
President by Secretary Morgen- 
thau, was promptly objected to at 
the State Department. State De- 
partment officials naturally feared

Assistant Secretary of State 
Adolph A. Berle Jr., who has ad- 
vised Secretary Hull on the sub- 
ject, is extremely doubtful whether 
the right organization has been hit 
upon. He particularly questions 
whether the Treasury, already bur- 
dened with responsibility, should 
receive such a large accretion. Other 
State Department officials are not 
satisfied with the veto power con- 
ferred on Secretary Hull. Appar- 
ently because they prefer a do-noth- 
ing policy, they are res the 
creation of an organization which 
would at least do something, how- 
ever strict the limitations on it. 
The Commerce Department and 
other agencies interested in eco- 
nomic defense still cherish their 
own notions, and their desires fur- 
ther complicates the situation. 


Keeping the Status Quo. 


HE waste of time has hati some 
T pretty unpleasant results. The 

Germans and Italians, fearing 
a freezing order, have removed ev- 
ery dollar they could liquidate from 
this country to South America, 
where the dollars will inevitably 
be used against us. Although pro- 
posed and backed in both Treasury 
and State Departments, even a se- 
lective freezing order, applying only 
to German, Italian and Swiss as- 
sets, has not been agreed to.

DIAGNOSIS: Please notice that 
although Patience’ can calmly per- 
form at the piano before an audience, she grows panicky when 
she attempts to make a speech, even béfore the sanie crowd. 
This is an excellent example of the fact that habits are learned 
with reference to specific stimuli or situations, and seldom carry 
over to others. There is little transfer of training. If you don’t 
believe this, ask an accomplished speaker, who may be at 
ease while lecturing to a group, to do something different, such 
as singing a solo.

But Patience should 
gain some reassurance by remembering that everybody is nervous 
and jittery, trembly and breathless when making his first talk.

Three large or four medium pork 
kidneys (about one pound), one-half 
teaspoon salt, two teaspoons lemon 
juice, one-third cup flour, two ta- 
blespoons chopped onion, two table- 
spoons butter, three tablespoons ba- 
con drippings, one teaspoon salt, 
one tablespoon chopped parsley.

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What Doctor 
Learned About 


Nerve Tissue

OR’ a year or more now I have 

been hearing my friends who de- 

vote their interest to the func- 
tions of the nervous system, refer to 
a mysterious region in the brain 
called the “hypothalamus.” I gath- 
ered it was a sort of regulator. It 
has much to do with all. those nor- 
mally unconscious activities of the 
body, such as the movements and 
secretions of the digestive tract, the 
temperature of the body, sleep—as 
well as moods, emotions, personal- 
ity reactions. It perhaps even reg- 


* ulated the regulators of the body— 


the ductless glands, the hypophysis. 
which lies near it in the brain, the 
thyroid and adrenal glands. 


As I was profoundly ignorant of 
this region, I was happy to find last 
week that I could purchase a book 
on the subject. It is a very large 
book for such a very small subject. 
But I have found it most interest- 
ing and as far as a man can who 
has just read 970 folio pages, I now 
know about the hypothalamus. 


It is,.as I say, a very small bit of 
nervous tissue—this hypothalamus. 
It is a very old part of the nervous 
system—present in animals far 
down in the scale of life before they 
have acquired a brain. It lies at 
the very base of the brain, near the 
hypophysis or pituitary gland. It 
has nerve connections with the 
hypophysis and with many parts of 
the sympathetic nervous system 
which controls — * supply, stom- 
ach and intestin ovements, tem- 
perature regulation, blood pressure 
and, through them, emotional re- 
sponse, 

“Here,” said the late great Dr. 
Harvey Cushing, “in this well con- 
cealed snot lies the very mainspring 
of primitive existence—vegetative, 
emotional and reproductive.” 


TO PUT INTO ordinary lan- 
guage what the neurologists say 
about it, there are five definite 
forms of symptoms that are associ- 
ated with disturbance here: (1) in- 
creased sl.epiness when it is de- 
pressed, and insomnia 'when - it is 
stimulated; (2) sudden heating or 
cooling of the body; (3) unnatural 
weight increase, especially in chil- 
dren (Frohlich’s syndrome); (4) 
water imbalance in the body — 
great thirst for no obvious cauée; 
(5) motor irritability, even con- 
vulsions.

Film Director Ernest Lubitsch Does More Act- 
ing Than Any of His Actors—Demands Silence 
on Set When He's Only One Making Any Noise

HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 3. 
SWARTHY little man with 
an eight-inch black cigar pro- 
truding at a sharp-angle and 

an absorbed expression on _ his 
cherubic face paces relentlessly 
back and forth on a sound stage at 
United Artists Studio. 

It is between takes of Sol Les- 
ser’s new picture, “That Uncertain 
Feeling” and the walking mara- 


thoner is pondering how the next. 


scene should be shot. Every few 
steps the man lifts his head and 
bellows, “Quiet!” Nobody on the 
set pays the slightest attention. 
This walking impersonation of 
“The Thinker” is Director Ernst 
Lubitsch. Nobody pays attention 
to his absent-minded pleas for 
quiet because Lubitsch himself is 
the only one on the set who is 
making any noise. ) 
The man’s hard heels ring out 
sharply as he paces the floor with 
monotonous rhythm. Most all sound 
stage habitues wear rubber heels 
as a courtesy to the sound depart- 
ment, but not Lubitsch. There is 
no director in town who demands 
quiet with the fervor of Lubitsch, 
yet there’s none quite so noisy as 
Lubitsch himself. No matter how 
many times he’s been told, Lubitsch 
seems permanently oblivious of the 
fact that his own clattering heels 
are the sole disturbing factors. 
When the think-walking Lubitsch 
yells “quiet,” as he does every 15 
seconds or so—regardless of the

set’s atmospheric state—members 
of his troupe only smile. Nobody 
bothers to tell Lubitsch it’s his own 
heels that are annoying him. It 
doesn’t matter anyway, at this mo- 
ment, because Lubitsch suddenly 
gets an inspiration. 


He clatters over to where Mel- 
vyn Douglas and Merle Oberon are 
sitting and leads them before the 
camera. Then he begins showing 
them how the scene should be 
done. The camera, of course, is 
not turning, which is mighty unfair 
to movie audiences. For, no matter 
who is in the cast of his - films, 
Lubitsch is always the best actor 
and comedian on the set. He spends 
more time acting’ fer his actors 
than he does directing them. His 
theory is that one good illustra- 
tion is worth a thousand words. Be- 
sides, when Lubitsch gets an idea 
words don’t come fast enough. 

The scene calls for Miss Oberon 
to be in a bed and Douglas in its 
twin—the censors needn’t start wor- 
rying in advance for the script has 
the two stars legally married—so 
Lubitsch, still puffing on that over- 
sized cigar, climbs into Miss Ober- 
on’s bed and pulls the covers up to 
his neck.

Now comes a long, intricate set- 
up and Lubitsch starts walking 
again. His hard heels beat a tattoo 
around and around the stage. Grips, 
electricians, prop men and cast 
dodge him as he prowls, cigar 
cocked and eyes far away. At last 
he sits down to a small piano and 
begins to play. The company 
breathes a sigh of relief. 

“Tf we didn’t keep a piano on the 
set for him,” confided an assistant 
director, “he’d drive himself and 
the rest of us nuts with his walking 
around.” . 

Lubitsch perches on the piano 
stool, oblivious to everything, even 
the fact that the tail of his sport 
shirt is hiked up, revealing that he’s 
well protected against winter drafts. 
He plays entirely by ear, but his 
“Afternoon of a Faun” is recogniz- 
able for half its length and then 
there are some difficulties. The 
difficulties turn into “Begin the Be-

guine” and the company whistles 
with him to the last note. He 
jumps up and goes back to walk- 
ing. 

Passing us on the set, he glares 
and snorts “Pfui!” and we are pret- 
ty worried.

He glares at Meredith and says, 
“Pfui!” 

“Pfui!” says Meredith right back 
and twice as mad.

It looks to us_like a matter for 
serious arbitration. Then Lubitsch 
says, “That’s the way, that’s fine, 
Burgess.” He clatters back in our 
direction and explains that the 
“Pfui” is Meredith’s running gag 
in the picture and these ejacula- 
tions are all a part of the rehear- 
sal. 

The shooting goes on, and be- 
tween‘shots Lubitsch walks, strolls, 
wanders, paces, beats the piano a 
few moments and tramps up and 
down. <A dozen black cigars are 
smoked and chewed to juicy rib- 
bons in a few hours of this. 


It’s nearly quitting time and 
Meredith is watching Lubitsch 
with more than casual interest. He 
tells ‘us that in a spirit of scientific 
curiosity he slipped a pedometer 
into the Lubitsch pants pocket at 
the beginning of the day. At 5:30 
he is still spinning like a dynamo 
and Meredith approaches him to 
let him in on the secret of the mile- 
measuring device in his pocket. 
Lubitsch pulls it out and looks at 
it. 

In getting eight scenes on film, 
he has walked 7.1 miles. He col- 
lapses into the nearest chair. 

“I’m dead,” he groans, “We'll 
shoot the rest of this sequence to- 
morrow.” 

So ends an afternoon on the set 
of the best actor who is directing 
in Hollywood, It seems a shame 
that audiences delighting in the sly, 
sophisticated witticisms Lubitsch 
has injected into everything he has 
directed in this country, from “The 
Marriage Circle” of 1924 to “The 
Shop Around the Corner” of 1940, 
can’t get a peek at him in action 
back stage. He is the best one- 
man show in Hollywood.

For six years the minimum bid- 
dable suit in the Culbertson system 
has been Q-J-x-x or better. All ex- 
perts occasionally bid on weaker 
suits. Not long ago I polled a num- 
ber of expert players. All of them 
said: “I don’t like to bid on less 
than Q-J-x-x, but I bid a suit as 
weak as Q-x-x-x if I have to.” Now, 
an expert may know “when he has 
to bid a weak suit,” but the aver- 


age player does not know. My job 
is to tell him. 


This problem has been solved in 
the 1941 simplified Culbertson sys- 
tem, by the following rule: 


You may open the bidding in a 
suit as weak as Q-x-x-x-, K-x-x-x 
or A-x-x-x only when your hand 
containg another biddable suit as 
well; or when your hand has more 
than the minimum number of hon- 
or tricks usually required for an 
opening bid. 

In today’s hand South was cor- 
rect in bidding his weak spade 
suit originally, because he also 
had another biddable suit (hearts) 
in his hand. South’s advantage 
in bidding one spade, rather than 
one heart, was this: After.the two 
diamond response by North, which 
he feared, he was able to bid two 
hearts and give North a choice of 
two suits, both at the level of 
two.
